Disease Germs in Pupcr Money. 


The possibility of infection being con- 


veyed to a large number of persons by 
means of paper money has often been 
suggested, and an examination of the 
notes of the Bank of Spain current in 
Cuba bhows that this form of currency 
is indeed liable to contain septic germs 
The notes chosen for their experiments 
were some that had been in use for a 
good while, and were such as repre- 
sented values of a few pence only, It 
was estimated that two notes, weighing 
altogether about fifteen grains, con- 
tained more thim 19,000 germs of vari- 
ous kinds. 


Cultuies were made in broth, gelatine 


and agar, and these were injected into 
the pevitonical cavity of rats and guinea 
pigs, most of which died within twenty- 
four honrs, tho post mortem examina- 
tion showing signs of peritonitis and 
congestion of tho liver and kidneys. 
The blood of the heart and peritoneum 
was made use of to inoculate solid 
media, in which colonies developed so 
rapidly that it was impossible to deter- 
mine their precise nature, many differ- 
ent forms being intermingled.—London 
Lancet. 


TliD Hop Clop in Washington. 


Washington hops aro of a high grade, 


and the yield, averaging 1,600 pounds to 
the acre, is almost threefold that of the 
fields of England, Germany and New 
York state. The hop louse has now 
made its devastating presence felt in 
western 
Washington, and must be 


fought there as it has long been fought 
elsewhere. On account of this pest the 
Puyallup yield was reduced to 50 per 
cent, of what had been expected last 
year, and since the price was low, it 
was thought that the revenue from hops 
would not bo above $1,000,000. Hops 
have fetched more than a dollar a pound 
in the past; of late the prices have run 
from twenty cents to thirty cents. To 
produce th^m costs less than ten cents a 
pound in Washington.—Julian Ralph 
in Harper's.

Killing Orchard Posts. 


Some time ago the electrical papers 


described a device which was success- 
fully used in a park at Munich, Bava- 
ria, for the destruction of insects. The 
insects were attracted .by a powerful 
electric projector, and then drawn down 
by an exhaust fan to a kind of grinding 
mill, and after being crushed in -which 
they were mixed with flour and water, 
baked and used'for feeding poultry. Pos- 
sibly incited by the success of this ar- 
rangement, a Washington farmer pro- 
poses to wage electric war on the insects 
that nightly play havoc with the fruit 
trees in his orchard. 


His plan is to have powerful lamps 


put in at an elevation of a few feet above 
the tops of his apple trees. Each lamp 
or burner is to be surmounted by a steel 
wire screen, umbrella shaped, each al- 
ternate wire being charged and the other 
grounded. When the light is turned on 
in the evening it will attract the swarms 
of winged insects, which will dasli 
against the electrically charged screen 
and be instantly destroyed. The farmer 
says he can dispense with the elaborate 
process adopted in Munich for the prep- 
aration of food for the fowls, as every 
member of his poultry yard will be 
promptly on hand next morning and 
will help himself.—Pittslmrg Dispatch. 


Sentimental Suicides.

passes that the morgue, does not 
claim several victims, and the coroners 
are kept busy issuing permits for the 
burial of aristocratic suicides who shed 
their mortal shackles amid wealth and 
luxury.

possible had been done for him. Coroner 
BendutH presided at the inquest. 


TEE EVIDENCE. 


P.. 0. Hams: Was with him until a 


few minntes of me time he died. Eth- 
eridge suffered with asthma. Be grew 
worse Tuesday night and I called Dr. 
Waist on. He examined the patient and 
I relumed with him to his office and got 
the medicine. Bate traveled with Eth- 
eridge since April and knew he was af- 
flicted wiih asthma, and understood that 
his home was at Boston. Dr. Walston'a 
visit was mude at 1 o'clock a. m. and 
Etberidge died about fifteen minutes to 
two. 


E. H. Schneider: About 1:30 o'clock 


Tuesday morning Barns called me and 
said he thought Etheridge was dying, 
dad been traveling with him some time 
and knew he had asthma, but did not 
consider his case serious Tuesday even- 
ing. 
Wben I reached his side bis condi- 


tion was alarming. Burns at orce went 
for Dr. Walston who had been there a. 
ehort time before. Abuut three minutes 
iif^er Harris left the room Etheridge ex- 
pired. He was sitting on the side of the 
bed, his head resting on a chair when he 
difd. He never spoke after I entered 
the room. 


Dr. Wnlston: 1 was called to see Eth- 


pridge at 1 o'clock Tuesday niebt, The 
messenger told me a men was sick at the 
R«vere House. I responded to the call 
and made an examination of the man, 
prescribed for him end gave the medi- 
cine to Mr. Harris with instructions as to 
bow it should be administered. Less 
than an hour afterwards I was called 
«gain, but when I gob to the Bevere 
bouse the patient was dead. Etheridge 
was almost pulseless on my first visit. 


G. E. Woolington, proprietor of the 


hotel testified to about the same facts as 
given by Harris and Schneider. 


Dr. H. D. Heil: Th- post mortem ex- 


amination was made with especial refer- 
ence to the lungs, (stomach, intestines 
and heart. The lungs were found ex- 
tremely dilated, 
thickened and filled 


with foreign substances, characteristic of 
a ooal miner or one living in a oi y and 
inhaling coal dust. I believe the lungs 
to have been primarily affected with em- 
phyosemn. The stomach was vastly con- 
lieeted, the lining apparently thickened. 
The duodenum intestine was alTected 
with a chronic inflammation and was 
considerably ulcerated to point of rup- 
ture. The heart was empty on the right 
side and filled with blood on the leftside 
and was considerably enlarged. The in- 
testines were in bad condition. 


Dr. W. A. Dixon, who assisted at the

University of Illinois

Packages of merchandise having a

Bndnnfroond Wires Made BsoleM. 
The Chesapeake and Potomac Tele- 


'phone company is meeting with consider- 
able trouble with its underground system 
in various parts of the city, and have lost 
a great many wires. 
Thp principal 


trouble lies in the grounding of the 
wires, that is, the wires become bared, 
the insulation being penetrated in some 
way or other, and the dampness causes 
the current to leak into the earth, caus- 
ing what is known in electric parlance 
as a "ground." This prevents the use 
of the wires beyond the point where the 
ground occurs. Six or seven cables, 
containing from 120 to 150 wires, have 
been affected within the past few weeks. 
All of the cables affected have been re- 
placed with new ones without the sub- 
scribers discovering that there was any- 
thing wrong.—Baltimore American.
